J.—Eveny candidate born in England or Wales should produce a certificate from the 
Registrar-General of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, or from one of his Provincial Officers, 
This certificate may be obtained at Somerset House, or from the Superintendent Registrar 
of the district in which the birth took place. 


Il.—A candidate who is a Native of India must have his age certified by the Govern- 
ment of India, or of the presidency or province in which he may have resided.

Ir appears that, in dealing with uncontested applications for certificates under Act 
XXVII of 1860, and other miscellaneous cases in which summons 
RIGH COURT, or notice to particular individuals is not issued and no objection is 
Exouum PrrsntMest, preferred, it is the practice in some districts for the Civil Courts to 
pass orders in respect of the amount of fee to be paid to the 
pleader by his client. 
2. This practice has no warrant in law, and should be discontinued forthwith. Section 
$7, Act XX of 1865, and the rules issued with Circular Order No, 22, dated 13th June 1866, 
provide only for the fees to be paid by the unsuccessful party for his adversary’s pleader, 
while Section 89 of the Act expressly leaves the fees payable by a party to his own pleader 
to be settled between them by private agreement.

It has been brought to the notice of the Court that the attendance book of witnesses — 
does not show correctly the number of persons brought from their homes in obedience to the 
summons of the Courts for the purpose of giving evidence. There is reason to believe that 
not infrequently the agents of suitors do not cause their witnesses’ presence to be entered idee 
they have no expectation of their causes being called up for hearing, although in fact the 
witnesses, or some of them, are at hand, if not actually in court. 

2. It is, however, important for the Courts to know the true facts that they bi 
able to deal properly with the various applications made for fresh summonses aud compulsory 
process, with consequent adjournments. It is moreover, manifestly wrong that this register, 
intended to facilitate supervision, should be used to conceal, where it ought to expose, delay 
and the consequent harassment of witnesses. 

3. With a view to afford some check, the Court directs that in future, in every case 
adjourned without hearing for want of time to go through the cause list for the day, there 
shall be recorded as part of the order of adjournment a specific order to the witnesses to 
attend on the day to which the case stands adjourned, based on a return of the Nazir. The 
order should be to the following effect : “ Whereas, &c., it is ordered that the hearing of this 
suit be adjourned to the , on which day the witnesses mentioned in the Nazir’s 
return of this date as in attendance on the Court, viz. (No. ) for the plaintiff and (No.  ) 
for defendant No. 1 and (No. ) for defendant No. 2 (and so on), are required to be in 
attendance.” 

4. When there are no witnesses in attendance, the order after the date to which the 
hearing is adjourned may run: “ The Nazir having returned that no witnesses are in atten- 
dance this day, the parties are required to take notice thereof.” 

5. Judicial Officers of all grades are requested to see to the careful carrying out 
of this order. ; 

6. In conclusion, the Court would remind Judicial Officers that when an adjournment 
is ordered, a future day ought not to be fixed at random as a matter of form. The circum- 
stances of each case, as, for example, the distance witnesses have to travel, and sometimes. 
the season of the year, as well as the state of the files, should be considered. It may well be 
that in some instances it is a Jess hardship to detain witnesses from day to day than to 
discharge them, requiring them to return after a considerable interval. The complaints of 
vexatious delays and postponements, which unfortunately are too common, cannot be expected 
to cease unless the Courts will exercise an intelligent discretion in dealing with cases in the 
stages preliminary to final hearing.
